REMARKS 



In the Notice of Drawing Inconsistency dated June 14, 2006, it is noted that Figure 
8E is contained in the Drawings but not listed in the Brief Description of the Drawings in the 
Specification. This occurred because of a series of oversights, as follows: 

a. ) When the Application was originally filed on December 20, 2001 , references to 
Figure 8E and 8F were erroneously included in the Specification. In addition, the set of 
informal drawings that was filed with the Application included a superfluous Figure 8E. This 
drawing was not needed to fulfill requirements of patentability, including the requirements 
set forth in 35 USC §101. 

b. ) A preliminary amendment to the Specification filed April 26, 2002 removed all 
erroneous references to Figures 8E and 8F in the written description. 

c. ) Formal drawings were prepared by Applicants 1 Draftsperson early in 2002 that 
omitted unnecessary Figure 8E. 

d. ) In the first Office Action on the merits dated October 4, 2004, the Examiner 
mistakenly indicated that the (informal) drawings were accepted. This contributed to 
Applicants' failure to remember that the Formal Drawings prepared in 2002 had never been 
filed. As such, the Formal Drawings were never submitted. 

e. ) At the time of Allowance, the amended version of the Specification did not refer 
to Figure 8E, but the informal copy of Figure 8E remained in the PTO's file wrapper. 

f. ) The issue fee was paid on May 4, 2006. 

g. ) On June 14, 2006, Applicants received the Notice of Drawing Inconsistency 
which noted that Figure 8E is contained in the Drawings but not referenced in the 
Specification. 

h. ) In a conversation on June 29, 2006 with Ms. Lewis, it was indicated that 
Applicants' should submit the formal copy of the Drawings, which does not include Figure 
8E. Ms. Lewis indicated that these Drawings should be directed to Mr. Harris in the 
publication division. 

i. ) Please find attached twelve sheets of Formal Drawings that do not include Figure 
8E. It is respectfully requested that the formal drawings be entered into the file so that the 
description in the Specification is consistent with the Drawings, and the Application may be 
passed to issue.
